This  issue  of  the  Lycoming  College  Report  is  devoted 
primarily  to  the  report  of  gifts  and  contributions  received 
by  Lycoming  from  July  1,  1983  to  June  30.  1984.  A 
summary  on  this  page  shows  total  contributions  received 
from  all  sources. 

Subsequent  pages  recognize  the  alumni,  parents, 
friends,  groups,  business  organizations,  faculty,  staff,  and 
trustees  who  made  gifts  to  Lycoming  last  fiscal  year. 

As  the  summary  indicates,  total  gifts  and  grants  for 
fiscal  84  is  $1,168,087.34.  This  total  includes  gifts  to  the 
Lycoming  Partners  in  Progress  Fund,  designated  for  the 
Physical  Education  and  Recreation  Center,  and 
contributions  to  the  Lycoming  College  Fund. 

Comparing  giving  from  one  year  to  the  next  always  is 
difficult  A  variety  of  factors  can  skew  results.  But  there 
are  a  number  of  giving  categories  that  are  significant  to 
point  out. 

The  Lycoming  College  Fund  shows  another  increase  in 
both  contributions  and  the  number  of  contributors.  The 
former  figure  is  $136,244. 12,  up  from  $121,096.41  in  1983. 
The  latter  is  1.778,  up  from  1,636  a  year  ago.  The 
percentage  of  participation  also  shows  an  increase,  to  17.4 
from  15  percent  in  1983. 

Gifts  from  foundations  and  trust  funds  more  than 
doubled  in  1984;  from  $154,604.90  to $323,333.22. 
Church  contributions  also  showed  a  significant  increase. 
from  $69,136.84  to  $91,321,45. 

Overall,  sources  showing  increases  in  1984  are  business 
and  industry,  the  church,  and  foundations  and  trusts. 
Sources  showing  decreases  are  alumni,  non-alumni, 
organizations,  the  government,  and  bequests  (none  in 
1984). 


New  members  join  Lycoming  faculty,  staff 


Beginning  their  first  years  at  Lycoming  in  late  August 
were  15  new  faculty  and  staff  members,  including  two  1984 
alumni.  The  new  faculty  members  are  in  the  departments 
of  nursing,  biology,  mathematical  sciences,  English, 
astronomy-physics,  and  theatre  arts  The  new  staff 
members  include  a  campus  minister,  an  advancement 
director,  'hree  admissions  counselors,  and  an  athletic 
trainer. 

Also,  two  Lycoming  administrators  who  have  been 
promoted  entered  their  first  years  in  the  new  positions  at 
the  start  of  the  semester  They  are  Mary  E  Herring,

A  Good  Thing  Going 

"A  1977  report  by  the  National  Science  Board  to  the 
House  Committee  on  Science  and  Technology  traced  50 
percent  of  the  major  breakthroughs  in  astronomy, 
chemistry,  earth  sciences,  and  mathematics  over  the 
previous  two  decades  to  independent  colleges  and 
universities  " 

You  may  have  guessed  that  the  independent  sector  is  the 
creative  core  of  American  higher  education,  but  were  you 
aware  that  Lycoming  is  in  the  mainstream  of  that 
productivity?  The  CHIP  research  pro|ect  at  Lycoming 
(Community  Health  Improvement  Program)  is  attracting 
national,  even  international,  attention.  During  the 
previous  decade,  our  biology  and  chemistry  departments 
alone  have  produced  more  than  100  graduates  who,  after 
earning  graduate  degrees,  now  serve  as  doctors,  dentists. 


and  professional  scientists  across  America, 

As  enrollments  decline  across  the  country,  and 
especially  in  the  East,  Lycoming  is  attracting  more 
students,  not  fewer  Why?  Because  we  have  something 
special  to  offer  Applications  are  increasing  each  year  and 
those  confirming  their  intention  to  enter  this  year  by 
paying  an  advance  deposit  increased  29  percent  over  last 
year,  also  a  vintage  year. 

At  Lycoming  we  have  a  good  thing  going.  The  campus 
atmosphere  helps.  Being  in  Williamsport  helps.  But  not 
even  the  natural  beauty  of  this  region  can  explain  why 
Lycoming  continues  to  buck  trie  negative  trends  in  higher 
education,  Lycoming  is  prospering  because  of  the 
improving  intellectual  climate  on  this  campus.

Campus  Notes 


Meyer  named  advancement  director 


Lycoming's  Insititute  of  Community  Health,  known  also 
as  CHIP  (County  Health  Improvement  Program),  has 
received  an  award  from  Pennsylvania  for  working  with 
private  businesses  to  enhance  the  health  of  more  than 
8,000  workers.  The  award  is  the  Keystone  Award  of 
Merit,  presented  by  the  Governor's  Private  Sector 
Initiatives  Task  Force  in  Harrisburg.  It  recognizes 
Lycoming  for  taking  the  lead  in  forming  partnerships  with 
businesses  that  can  be  duplicated  elsewhere.  CHIP  has 
been  working  for  several  years  to  set  up  projects  to 
improve  the  cardiovascular  health  of  workers 


Lycoming  President  Dr  FREDERICK  E.  BLUMER  has 
been  reelected  to  a  four-year  term  on  the  University  Senate 
of  the  United  Methodist  Church,  the  oldest  accreditation 
group  in  the  country.  The  21-member  senate  includes 
seven  chief  executive  officers  chosen  by  their  peers  from 
the  National  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  of  the 
United  Methodist  Church.  He  was  elected  to  his  first  term 
in  1980,  and  named  chairman  of  the  commission  that 
reviews  and  approves  institutions  providing  seminary 
education  There  are  104  presidents  of  United  Methodist 
institutions  in  the  U.S.
